7 Face Trial 
For Treason 


Washington, Aug. 12 (AP)— 


A decision to ask treason indict- 
ments against possibly half of 
the 14 persons held as suspected 
accomplices of the eight Nazi 
spy-saboteurs may be announced 
late today by Attorney Gen- 
eral Biddle. 


Treason as the highest of all 


crimes and carries the death 
penalty. The first conviction un- 
der the federal treason statute 
in nearly 150 years was that of 
Max Stephan, who was sen- 
tenced to death at Detroit last 
week for aiding a German Tvar 
pilot who had escaped from a 
prison camp in Canada. 


Ten of the 14 suspected ac- 


complices are held on general 
charges of assisting the eight 
saboteurs, six of whom have 
been electrocuted, one sentenced 
to life imprisonment and the 
other to 30 years in prison. 


The two who escaped the 


death penalty, George John 
Basch and Ernest Peter Burger, 
may be used as witnesses against 
some of the alleged accomplices.

be wrapped in cotton. 
June consumption of burlap was 
27.000.000 yards as compared with 
a normal peacetime consumption of 
70.000.000 yards. 
Due to .shipping 
difficulties, supplies of burlap have 
been shrinking fast. The purpose of 
tlie W P.B. order directing mills to 
convent looms to cotton baggings 
was to offset the .shortage resulting 
from the inability of importers to 
obtain supplies of the Jute cloths 
from Calcutta 
For most agricul­ 
tural bags cotton and burlap are in­ 
terchangeable

In mod­ 
ern warfare soldiers no longer march 
long distances but are carried to the 
scene of battle in trucks which con­ 
tain upwards of sixty pounds of 
cotton in the form of tires, chafer 
fabrics, head linings, insulation and 
so on. Most army trucks are covered 
with cotton tarpaulin.
